SKOBELEFF. 


An Interesting Sketch of the Celebrat- 
ed Russian General. 
From Lieut. F. V. Greene’s Book. 

In return for his care of his men, he de- 
manded of them, first of all,. unhesitating, 
unflinching, unquestioning obediepce to/his 
orders.

Ofhis ofti- 
cers he required that they should know their 
own business: not that they shouid be cul- 
tured, should present a fine appearance, 
should be gentlemanly in their speech.

coat, a White hat and rode a white horse in | 


battle, simply because other Generals usually 
avoided these target-marks. He was perpet- 
ually riding at break-neck speed over some 
fence or ditch, leaving halt his staff or order- 
lies sprawling init. He never lest an oppor- 
tunity of displaying courage. He went into 
battle in bis cleanest uniform and fresh un- 
ceiclothing, covered with perfume and wear- 
ing a diamond-hilted sword, in order, as he 
said, that he might die with his best clothes 
on. For along téme he wore, with evident af- 
fectation, a coat in which he had been wound- 
ed, and which had a conspicuous patch on the 
shoulder. 

Yet ail-this was not mere bravado and non- 
sense, but was the result of thought and 
almost cold-blooded calculation. It was in- 
tended to impress his men, and it did so. 
They firmly believed he could not be hit, and 
w benever they saw a white horse, coat, and 
csp among them they knew that it was 
<kobekff, and so long as he was there they 
felt sure that everything was going well. At 
the beginning of the war be made up bis 
miyd tirmly that he would never come out of 
it alive. Afier reading the telegram an- 
nouncing the armistice, one of the first things 
he said was, ‘*Weil, perhaps 1 won’t get 
killed after all.”?’ With this idea firmly fixed 
in bis mind, that his death was only a ques- 
tron of a few weeks or months, his one 
thought was how to best. use his iife so as to 
make an impression on his men, aud gain 
such a contro} over fhem that they would fol- 
Jjow himi anywhere. In evervthing that he 
did he tried to eliminate the idea of daager 
from their minds, and to make the most 
dangerous exploit appear as an ordinary, 
every-day affair.

A Noble Defense of

ail From a Letter te the Nation. 

Public comment, even in Newport, was 
rareiy appreciative, and not seldom ridicule 
had its fuil fliipg. The sevuggestion that to 
cbese ‘‘a poor little fox’? was not a manly 
occupation was perhaps the most usual form 
of disapprobation, Asa ‘‘drag’”’ is some- 
times a red herring trailed over the fields, 
the peck was called “The Queens County 
Fish Hounds,’’ andthe kennels *‘Herring- 
bauser.’’ Other uncomplimentary com- 
ments and expressions were commun. Asa 
matter of fact, they may have been jus- 
tified by exceptional incidents of the season. 
In reality, it seemsto me, when we consider 
tbe conditions under which it was carried 
on, the hunting of the past two summers at 
Newport must have vommended itseif to 
those who know the sportin Engiand, as a 
very successful adaption ofthe provesses of 
that sporttoour very different conditions. 
The *“fox’’ element was its feeblest feature— 
afeature which migbt with advan age have 
been emitted bere. as itisin the calebrated 
dreg-hunt ofthe Life Guards at Windsor. 
The fact that the foremost riders could rarely 
say at what point the fox was let out of the 
beg indicated that the running ws as in- 
teresting before as after thateevent. Siace 
the trovhbies of the chase were given, not to 
the first person in at the death as a token of 
success, but quite at the discretion of the 
master of the hounds—as often to ladies who 
ceme late on to the tieldasto men who had 
come in the front flight—the sentimental ob-, 
jection totbe cruelty of the pastime could 
not be offset by the technical need for a 
prize to be run fcr. In reality the fox wasa 
very smajl and unimportant part of the whole 
affair,and his entire absence would have 
done no harm. 

The wodus operandi may be thus describ- 
ed: Alittletime beforethe hotww for start- 
ing, the drag (an anise-oiled tag or other 
strong-scented substance, videlicet a red her- 
ring) is trailed across the country by an at- 
tendant, who jays the course according to his 
judgmentand according to kis instructions— 
easy or difliculkt, as the case may be—for a dis- 
tance of five or six miles. At the hour for 
the *‘meet’’? the roadsin every direction in 
the vicinity are crowded withall manner of 
vebicles, and with such agathering of mount- 
ed-men, women and children as America 
sees On nO other occasion. Equestrians of all 
degrees—down to the farmer’s boy on a 

lough-horsein blinder bridle and up to the 

atest thing in English outfit—fill the road- 
sides. Presently the master (Mr. Griswold), 
acouple of whippers in,and a half dozen 
others of the hunt, all inred coats, appear 
on the scene with the hounds. Of these there 
are from twenty tothirty. They are English 
fox-hounds, but not of the highest type. 
Afier a short balt, they ane 
led to a field at some 
distance from the crowd of carriages, where 
the drag bas been started, and are soon away 
onthe scent. Sometimes nearly a hundred 
riders follow to the point of starting, and per- 
haps half of this number as far as the first 
fecce—the others taking to such roads as are 
most likely to lead in the direction of therun. 
The first stiff jump generally thins out the 
crowd of horsemen to from thirty to forty, 
and of these only fifteen or twenty succeed in 
keeping reasonably close to the pack. The 
others often await their turns at the gaps and 
breaks, until they fall fu:ther and further to 
the rear. The fifteen or twenty who pretend 
to ride straigbt do 1ide remarkably straight. 
There are always some young women among 
them and some little boys, and they all show a 
perve in taking their fences, and.a boldness 
and coolness in all their werk that cannot be 
too much admired. Indeed, [I have seen a 
dozen persons in the field here who would 
ride in the front rank 1n any hustin Fagland, 
where the cifficulties are rareiy greater. 

The borses are «quite worthy of their riders, 
andit is real!y astonisfing to see how natur- 
ally the American horse of good blood takes 
to cross: couniry Work. Ono several occasions 
Isaw green Virgin’a and Kentucky horses, 
actual'y cut forthe first time, going among 
the very bestquitetothe end of the runa— 
taking the stiffert fence lie old stagers, and 
with as muob 


Before the runis half over the reai field rarely 
numbers more than twentv, but most of these 
keep their place through the whole of it. 

Whentbe bounds near the end of the 
course oftbe drag a fox (usuallya young 
one) is let out of a bag, and ts soon run down. 
The fzrce of distributing the brush, the 
mask and the pads among the riders—with 
no regard to the fact of straight riding, and 
with no especial reference to the route by 
which or the promptness with which the field 
has been reached—is gone through with, and 
the huntis over. ‘The carcass is torn and de- 
voured by the hounds,and al] hands turn 
toward home. Thereis generallya muddy 
coat cr two, anda cut or scratch on a horse’s 
leg to tell of falls and blunders; but there has 
not been a serious mishap this season, nor is 
apy one row the werse for a fail in 1879. 

The ipference would seem natural that 
such immunity from injury must iagdicate an 
easy country; but this is far from being the 
case. <A stout stone wal, four feet high, with 
a firm, broad capstone,is never an easy jump. 
No man ever rides at such a fence with a cer- 
tainty of a safe landing. These fences are by 
no means frequent, yet there is rarelya day 
when from one to balf a dozen such, or 
worse, are not taken bya dozen,or twenty 
riders. Isawthree such stone walls, full 
four and abalf feet high, jumped in quick 
succession by eight orten horsemen. Five- 
feet walls are rare, but 1 have-seen one such 
wall successfully taken. Itis said that one 
leap was made over a wall five feet seven 
inches high, measured from the taking-off 
place, but this I did not see. I have seen 
horses in the field here that I think would be 
equal even to that. 

It is frequently asked, ‘‘What is the good 
ofitall? Why not be content with a brisk 
ride on a Christian road? Why risk life and 
limb and horsefiesh in such a madcap cross-! 
countiy racing after fox-hounds and ‘a poor* 
little fox’ 7?’ It seems to me that the answer 
is easy to find: Simply because life and limb 
and horsefiesh never feel their full power and 
and value and delight until they come to the 
huating-field and are puttothe most vigor- 
ous and exhilarating use. The saddleis in- 
finitely better than the buggy. Butthe saddle 
is only half-enjoyed untilit turns from the 
roads and takes to the fields and fencesin hot 
pursuit, not of a poor little fox—he only leads 
the uncertain way—but of the quick recurrin 
adventure and hazard which no other peacefu 
exercise affords. 

Nor does the good of it all stop here. 
It takes men, and women too, out of 
their arm-chairs and their carriag 
and teaches them a lesson th 
never forget—the lesson of fresh air, vigor- 
ous effort, thrilling physical excitement, 
quick and cool judgment, and all else that 
comes of the best development of horseman- 
ship. More than this, it gives anew ambition’ 
tothe youungand affords a most wholesome 
substitute for the usual aims of sedentary 
American youth. Even thefarmers’ sons of 
Rhode Island are getting out their grand- 
fathers’ saddles and are joiningin a revival 
which promises to grow into a reform. Three 
years ago, after the summer population had 
gone, a horseman was arare sight at New- 
port. Now men and women, and boys and 
girls are riding in every direction, aad horse- 
manship is promising to become general here 
as itis in England.

A Dog’s Clever Acting.

Mr. John Hare, the actor, may be described 
as inhabitivg the locality knewn as *‘round 
the corner,’’ bis dwelling being situate in 
one of those pleasant nooks of Kensington just 
out of tbe hurly-burly of traffic. At the top 
of Hornton street, beyond the large mansion 
just built, is a house, if of any order, then of 
the chalet order of architecture.

To him 
the grouping was imperfect, and after seeing 
the comedy again he spoke to Mr. Hare on 
the subject. Now Mr. Hare was doubly sen- 
sitive, as actor and as manager, to the possi- 
bility of some ridiculous contretemps, and 
demurred aitogether tothe presence of Smut 
upon tbe stege. Mr. Tom Taylor insisted, 
and Mr. Ilare protested, until, tae success of 
the piece being assured, he vielded to the 
author’s im portunities and Smut was allowed 
to follow bis master onto the stage in the im- 
portantscene. The sagaclous beast walked 
on as (juietly as possible, took not the slight- 
est notice of the audience, and flung himself 
down eat his master’s feet just as he had so 
oiten rehearsed the.part.

SINGULAR DELUSIONS. 


Some ofthe Monomaniacs Who Haunt 
Public Places in New York. 


From the New York Tribune. 


The Police Central Office in this citv, as 
well as the courts and the newspaper offices, 
appears to baveits monomaniac. As in the 
otber vases, the deluded person is & womun, 
and like the others she is a poor, harmless 
creature who excites pity notwithstanding 
the absurdity of ber disordered fancies and 
the sincerity and earnestness with which she 
narrates her imagined wrongs. Sbe believes 
herself to be under the espionage of 2,000 de- 
tectives, who follow her in tbe interest of the 
German Consul, who she thinks has secret 
cflices in Police Headquarters and deep de- 
signs against hey peace and comfort. She 
tells allthis with a rational air and quiet 
manner until she perceives she is not credit- 
ed, and then grows alittle excited and be- 
comes noisy. Some years ago a mau Witha 
similar mania infesied the station-houses and 
newspaper offices. He imagined that he was 
pursued, not by detectives, but by doc- 
tors who wanted bis body for dissec- 
tion, and he would mnarate to any 
one who would listen long tales of the 
metbods they pursued to capture him. As 
proof of the truth of what he wou!d relate he 
would produce an old copy of tbe Loadon 
Times, in which wasa report filling half a 
column ofthe trial of a physician of London 
on the charge of conspiracy against him. Of 
course the report only disclosed that he was 
insane, butthisthe poor fellow could not 
recognize. He disappeared several years 
ago. Huis natural successor seems to be the 
unfortunate creature who appeared at head- 
quaiters recently. Another unfortunate, 
tumiliar in tbe newspaper offices,is an old 
men who claims to know where Stewart’s 
body rests, but who says that the executors 
refuse to take possession of it, not to escape 
paying the reward, he will teli you with great 
earnestness, but because one of them wanis 
the grand mausoleum which Mrs. Stewart 
built at Garden City reserved for himself. He 
tells his story»with such plausibility of man- 
ner and incident and detail, too, that one 
hardly suspects his sanity unwl he reaches 
this astounding climax, when his manner 
changes instantly to fierceness. 

The little Miss Flite of the Court- house and 
City Hall, is awoman of forty-five or fifty, 
and evidentiv very poor. She visits the pub- 
lic buildings once every month and makes 
formal demand of the various officials for her 
rent for the use of the buildings. Her mania 
is that she is the owner of the public proper- 
ty of New York. In her demands for her 
money the interrupts proceedings in the 
courts and other offices, but sbe is never vio- 
lent, andis easily induced to go away. She 
accepts anything intbe form or shape of a 
check as payment, but if refused this tender 
she threatens a writ of ejectment. 

A very remarkable mania is that possessing

She then told who she 
waz, where she lived, her connections and 
her wrongs. Just before the election in 1876, 
while she was absent in the country, the Po- 
lice Commissioners, under orders from Pres- 
icent Grant, had sent officers to her house, 
taken possession of it, aiid protected the 
agents and operators of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company while they were putting 
alarge pumber of telegraph wires into the 
walls and ceiling of the house. These were 
so carefully concealed that when the mistress 
of the house retarned she did not for a long 
time discover them. She did so then only be- 
cause of the effect on her health. When 
asked how it affected her she stated that she 
possessed the only electrical voiee inthe 
country, Which for the purpose of sending 
their cipher dispatches without fear of ex- 
posure, the Republicans used, as they would 
use an electric battery! Of course this wild 
story revealed the mania which possessed 
her, but nothing else in manner or language 
indicated it. Informed that it would be im- 

ossible to use the information, she retired 
naquiet and lady-like manner to give this 
explanation of the disappearance of the lie- 
publican cipher dispatches to the enemy for 
the gratification of the Democracy. 

In all these instances the victim was abso- 
lutely harmless, and generally patient and sad 
of manner, Each would have made an inter- 
esting study, and possibly these mere out- 
lines Of their peculiarities may prove of gen- 
eral interest.

Ministers. 


The difficulties and dissensions which for a 
considerable length of time have existed in 
the Carondelet Baptist Church are not only 
of local, but have become of general interest, 
the matters involving also the Salem Baptist 
Church at Florissant, of 
Scofield was formerly pastor. The 
difficulties in the Carondelet Church 
tirst originated, to a great extent at least, be- 
tween Mr. Scofield, pastor of the church, and 
Mr. Benjamin Hall, a jeading member and 
deacon of the same church. . The dissensions 
increased from time to time and spread some- 
what among the members until they cul- 
minatedgin the expulsion of Mr. Hall 
from the chureb and the withdrawal of sev- 


eral members. 

The excluded member, Mr. Hall,then went 
upen the war-path im a vigorous manner, 
eallipg a public meeting at Gillick’s Hall, 
where be took occasion to denounce 1m se- 
yere terms the action of the church and 


siso to read two letters written to him by 
stanton Hume and Walter W. Evens, of 
Miorissunt, members of the Salem Church, 
‘o which Mr. Schofield was severely de- 
pounced for dealings with that chureh and 
also in other business relations. These let- 
ters were afterwards published by 
Mr. Hall in circular form and 
eiven a wide circulation which made it néces- 
-ary for the Baptist Association to order an 
investigation, and a council of ministers for 
that purpose convened at the Carondelet 
Iaptist Church yesterday at 1:30 p. m., and 
were in continuous session until within a few 
minutes of 9 o’ciock. 

The Salem Church was represented by sev- 
eral members apd also by George W. Royse, 
attorney at law, while Mr. Scofield was de- 
fended by Judge Phillips.
